TEE NEW DOHINIOff. 


The Correspondence with Great Britain on the 


Abduction of the Sohoonor Horton—Her Ma- 


jesty's Government Will Let the Blat- 


ter Drop-Tie Budget—Prosperity 


and Financial Strength of the 


Country—Endorsing the 


Washington Treaty. 


OTTAWA, Out., May 1, 1872. 


The corrcsponder.ee ifctween the Dominion and 


the imperial yovernmentH, for the pnr]io»e of 
bringing before the Dnited States government the 
Illegal abduction by American citizens from Goys- 
boro of the suftooner llorton, was presented to the 
Houne. The first paper, a memorandnm from the 
Committee of the Dominion Privy Council to 
Earl 
Klmberley, stated

The committee consid- 
ered that any question of indignity to the flag might 
properly be left to the imperial government, who 
alone were competent to deal with. it. Believing 
that the rescue of ita vessel had been planned 'by 
parties in the Cmt«d .States who, Having objects of 
their own, desired to create a dlillculty, and thereby 
disturb the entente caraiate which existed between 
that country and the British empire, the committee 
did not feel called upon to recommend that any re- 
clamation of the vessel in question should be made 
by the Dominion government. 


Earl Kimberley, in reply, says that he recognizes 
with satisfaction the moderate and dignified course 
adopted by the Canadian government. Su<;li con- 
duct. he says, is mainly calculated to promote sat- 
isfactory and friendlv relations with the United 
States government, winch it is the earnest desire 
of Her Majesty's government to see maintained in 
their full integrity. He promises that tlxe full cir- 
cumstances of the case would be carefully consid- 
ered, and if they were such as to require that a 
presentation should be made to the United States 
it would be done. 


Then follows a despatch from Earl Kimberley to 
the Governor General, with which he transmits the 
despatches received by the Foreign Office from the 
British Minister at Washington, which convey the 
intelligence that fresli iwpers had not been issued 
to the Horton. Two applications to that effect ou 
the i>art of her captain ana General Butler were 
met by the Secretary of the Treasury with a re- 
fusal- 


Then follows a communication from Earl Eim- 
berly to the Governor General, in which he states 
that after a careful consideration of the facts Her 
Majesty's government were of the opinion that the 
circumstances did not require that a representation 
should be made to the United States government on 
this subject.;

This was what was said, and 
properly said, of Lord Aberdeen. His Ministry 
was one of peace. He shrank from war with a 
sensitiveness which Sir Henry Holland in 
his recently published book partly explains 
when he says that the bodily condition of 
his Lordship was such that he could take 
nothing but the gloomiest condition of aflairs. 
And so meaning peace, and straining the re- 
sources of diplomacy and statesmanship to 
maintain peace, he "drifted" into war. And

give force to the criticism that we are com- 
pelled to make upon President Grant, the 
prominent member of the Aberdeen Cabinet, 
which "drifted" into the war with Bussia, was 
the same Mr. Gladstone, who is now Prime 
Minister. But the Minister has changed his 
policy. ITo one can. accuse Mr. Gladstone of 
drifting in these Alabama discussions. Ac- 
cepting one condition of affairs from our gov- 
ernment, agreeing to a treaty which was thor- 
oughly comprehended by liim, and to an ob- 
servance of which, the Queen herself pledged 
her "royal word," and welcoming the solution, 
of the question as a desirable contribution to 
the peace of the two great English-speaking 
nations, Mr. Gladstone, as soon as he saw that 
his course was displeasing to the people of

Tne Spanish Insurrection—Progress and 


Prospects of the Conflicting Causes. 
The news despatches from Europe under 


date of yesterday evening indicate that the 
Spanish insurrectionary movement against 
Amadens has not been subdued. It appears, 
indeed, as if the cause of the invader, 
or of the rebellion, as we may call it, is 
maintained with considerable stubbornness 
of purpose at some points of the country.

As an effort, even had it 
i'uiled of its object, it would have stood ulone 
in tho exploits of tho independent press; but 
the triumphant note which comes to us from 
Bombay, asserting positively that Dr. Living- 
stone had arrived at Zanzibar in charge of Mr. 
Stanley, commander of the HEBALD expedi- 
tion, assures us that all this effort made on 
behalf of one of the heroes of the century 
was successful. 
It ia a matter of especial 


pride to ns also that tho enterprise of the HJSBAKD 
awoke the English government and people to a 
sense of theirneglect of Dr. Livingstone. When 
the HEBAID expedition started in quest of the 
heroic old man, plunging into the wilds of 
TJnynnyembe, the English nation, which had 
appropriated and devoured all the credit which 
this assiduous toiler in the cause of sci- 
entific knowledge had reaped under the 
burning sun of Central Africa, stood by in 
apathy, leaving him to his fate. The first 
news of the HERAID expedition awoke {hem 
from this lethargyt, and. 
after consider- 


able delay, an e:jpedition was sent out under 
the auspices of the Eoyal Geographical So- 
ciety, receiving bnt stinted support from the 
English government. This expedition, too, 
was obliged to start without the certainty that 
it would have funds to proceed after reaching 
Zanzibar. On this point we have only to say 
that the HEEAZJD did not give any further 
orders than to find Livingstone, at whatever 
cost. 


In September, 1871, we published the first 


letter from Mr. Stanley, in command of the 
TTTOAT.D forces, arrived at Zanzibar, detailing 
his progress thus far and giving certain indica- 
tions of the whereabouts of the great traveller, 
whom he had determined, under his instruc- 
tions, to bring back alive or dead. Along period 
of doubt and expectancy followed, broken only 
by the sad rumor of our correspondent's death 
at his post. Knowing the fearful dangers of 
the climate under which he had to progress, 
we dared, at the time, only hope it would 
prove untrue. 
When the savagery of the 


native tribes among whom he was travelling 
and whose territories he traversed was taken 
into account, the fatal chances so outweighed 
the slim hopes that we could only calculate on 
the questionable sources through which the 
information came. "We knew, however, that if 
the brave-hearted man in the service of the 
TTRRai-.n had fallen in the wild, it was apart of 
the duty which the journalist owes to the civ- 
ilization he would lead. His remains should 
not have been left to whiten amid the African 
jungle while a second expedition could be 
formed to bring them home. We know, too, 
that with the spirit of dash and enterprise 
which everywhere characterizes the TTKR>T.TI 
staff, he would have died without other wish 
than that the search for the hero should not 
be abandoned. The despatch which informs 
us of the safety of Dr. Livingstone brings us 
no more welcome news than the safety of our 
brave correspondent and his corps. 


It is now«nearly seven years since Dr. Liv- 


ingstone left England, and six years since he 
was heard from thirty miles up the Bn- 
vnma Eiver, on the East African coast 
Since that date he has been heard from at 
various intervals; now at Cazembe's, then at 
Tanganyika, back again at Cazembe's, and off 
again by Tanganyika, on his way to TJjiji. In 
1868 he was heard of at Lake Bangweolo, and 
then again at Ujiji 
Letter after letter he had 


written never reached the coast at Zanzibar. 
Gradually his tracks, as those of .a man 
in a snow storm, became eSaced, and 
the native accounts which came to civilization 
were confused, vague and contradictory. It 
seemed as if a sad ending was about to mark 
the life of Livingstone. A patient, bold and

THe Impeachment of the Judges—Car- 


dozo's Resignation. 


For months past the public has been aware 


that an effort was on foot to arraign certain 
officers in the highest branch of the State Ju- 
diciary for alleged irregularities in the admin- 
istration of their offices. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee has held an investigation in this city, 
examined numerous witnesses and in their re- 
port advise that the impeachment of these 
accused judges be proceeded with. 
Now, 


when a public official is charged on grave 
grounds with dishonesty, it is.a duty which 
society owes to itself to have the matter in- 
vestigated ; and, if a man is guiltless, the least 
he can 
do 
is 
to 
demand, 
challenge 


and further any and all scrutiny into his con- 
duct 
When this remark is applied to the 


Bench it becomes intensified in all its aspects. 
The administration of justice has been in all 
ages of civilization looked on as something 
requiring not only learning, keenness, grasp 
and ability, but a severe honesty, without 
which all other qualifications 
were void. 


Without it the impartiality which decides 
without false bias and on the weight of evi- 
dence alone could never be relied on. The 
majesty of the law becomes a shrunken, 
shrivelled lie where a man approaches the law 
courts with a single shade of doubt on his mind 
that any interest, personal or private or other 
than that of strict justice, may help a decision 
on his case. History has execrated the name 
of George, Lord Jeffreys as an unjust judge; 
and although his apologists have said that he 
"could be honest in judgment where he had 
no interest to be otherwise," the very ability 
for which they praise him on such occasions 
makes the degradations of the ermine he 
brought about in the State trials only the more 
heinous. With a keen sense of shame .would 
we be compelled to admit that judges in our 
courts have been guilty of the gross irregularities 
charged; but since the accusations have been 
made on the responsibility of so respectable a 
body asMhe Bar Association it is a matter 
of necessity that the fullest inquiry be 
made. 
The 
form 
of trial laid down 


by the constitution is before the State 
Senate as a High Court of Impeachment The 
Legislature cannot, in the premises, recede 
from its duty of taking up the cases on the 
Judiciary Committee's report, and nothing 
should be allowed to interfere with tHg right- 
ful course. 


The effort made by Judge Cardozo to resign 


his seat on the Supreme Court Bench we look 
on as singularly undignified. 
The reasons 


put forward in his letter of resignation are 
flimsy, even if put forward by him in good 
faith, and will undoubtedly be regarded as an 
attempt to evade impeachment We cannot, 
for instance, credit him with ignorance of the 
feet that the inquiry by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee 
was 
only 
preliminary 
to 
the 


impeachment which he refers to in the 
latter part of his letter. 
His statement, 


therefore, that the investigation has been 
closed, is apetiMoprimxpH unworthy of a man 
in his position- The various attempts made 
to .introduce this resignation into the Assem- 
bly will give farther color to a desire on the 
part of his friends to shield him from inquiry. 
These efforts were properly frustrated, and we 
call upon the Secretary of State not to accept 
it, but to allow the impeachment to proceed. 
The Judge himself would, indeed, do some- 
thing to correct the feeling to which this ill- 
considered letter will give rise by withdrawing

LONDON, May 1, 1872. 


News has been received in tno city from 


Bombay that Livingtone, the African explorer, 
is safe with Stanley, the Chief of the HEEALD 
Corps of Search, at Zanzibar. 


Special History of tlie 1,1-vzngstone Expe- 


dition. 


Livingstone left England in the year 1805, and ar- 


rived in Bombay on the 3d of January, 18G6. 
He 


crossed thence to Mil'indany, on the Bast African 
coast, and nas at a point thirty miles up the 
Euvuma Rivfcr when heai d of in May, 1806. 


Passing up the Buvuma Into a still unknown 


country, he turned southward to roand the extrem- 
ity of Lake Njassa, and again facing nortliw-estward 
arrived at Bemba (the position of winch lie gives m 
10 degrees 10 minutes south latitude, 31 degrees 60 
minutes east longitude), where he remained during 
January and February, 
1S6T. 


lutlie month of April, 1S67, 
ne discovered Lake 


Xieuiba, south of Tanganyika, and going westward 
thence found Lake Moero on the Sth of September. 


In December, 1S6T, he was at the Cazembe's 


town (8 degrees 40 minutes south, 28 degrees 20 
minutes east). 


Prom this point he made an attempt to go north- 


ward in the country west of Tanganyika, intending 
to cross the lake to Ujiji, but was brought to a 
standstill by the abundance of water which flooded 
the country, and returned to Cazembe's in Febru- 
ary or March. 186S. 


Then he went south of Late Bangweolo, 


whence he sent his last impoitant letters in July, 
186S. 


From this he appears to have repassed the 


Cazembe's town, and to have gone north to Ujiji 
along the eastern shore of Tanganyika, from the 
date of a short letter received from tie traveller by, 
IDr. Kiric 
at Zanzibar, 
dated 
Ujiji, 
May,' 


1869. 
In this he 
states 
that 
Tanganyika 


and Nyige Chowamhe (Bafcer's LaSe?) are "one 
"water," showing that he had probably made an 
excursion to the north of Tanganyika before this 
time, and announced his intention of going to Man- 
yema, on the west of Tanganyika, where there was 
said to be a great lake to which the waters of the 
western drainage converge. 


In June, 1S69, according to information received 


by Bishop Tozer, at Zanzibar, Livingstone was still 
at U)«i. 


In June. 1S70. Sheikh SawJ, writing from Unyan- 


yembe, gave tlie news that Dr. Livingstone had 
gone westward to Manimes (Manyema; this name 
appears in many forms in the reports), and was ex- 
pected to retnm soon. Mr. Churchill, writing from 
Zanzibar on the 18th November, 1870, uad no more 
recent intelligence than this. 


March 10, 1ST1, Dr. Kiri: had letters from two 


Arab traders in Uuji, announcing that Dr. Living- 
Btoue was at a place named Manaltoso, in Menama 
(Manyema), with Mohammed Bin Ghanb, during 
October or November, 1S70, "helpless, without 
means and with few followers.*' 


Of the last thirty-four letters which he had writ- 


ten to Great Britain before June. 1S89, not one came 
to hand. He was, at that date, about to explore a 
late which lies westward of Tanganyika, in the 
ManSema country, in toe hope of connectingit with 
the Nile. A report reached England at the end of 
1870 
that he was at ManaSaso, waiting for supplies, 
and unable to move. 


THE NEW TOEK HEi£AU> SEAJtCH EXPEDITION. 


Such was the amount of Englisa information con- 
cerning Livingstone in the beginning of the vear 
1871, when the American HEBAID special expedition 
for his aid was in preparation at Zanzibar, after the 
arrival of its commander from the United States.

On the 1st of April. 1S7L JMr. Stanley left Baga- 
moyo, art the African coast, and following a route 
somewhat to northward of that taken by Burton, 
Spefce and Grant, arrived at Kiviha'vS, on the basin 
of Thara, whence he dated his special report, the 
plain on which the Arab post of Kazeh stands. This 
Is in the centre of the native district of Unyany- 
embe, more than two-thirds of ttie way from Zanzi- 
bar to Lake Tanganyika. At various points on his 
journey from the coast to.this station (at the tlnge- 
lengerii Biver, called Lnngerengeri by Speke, 
Mpwapwa, Kusuri, Kubuga, the Knbnga of SpeSe. 
'not far from Kazeh) Mr. Stanley obtained infor- 
mation about Livingstone from Arab traders, each 
describing Mm as "an old man with a long bear-J, 
almost white,'* bnt giving sracb marts of identifica- 
tion as to leave no doubt as to bis being the identi- 
cal British traveller. One native told that he had 
seen Tntn at Ujiji in 1S70, and that he was then 
about to go to Marunga (south of Tanganyika) and 
Interns (Manyema?)." 
This shows that Livingstone probably stayed at 


TJjiji until the beginning of 1S70. Another knew 
that the white man was gone to Mantema, but had 
met with a bad accident, and would return to Ujiji 
when he had recovered; a third told that Living- 
stone's men had deserted him- Others confirmed 
the fact that be had gone across the lake early in 
1S70, and that he had accompanied an Arab caravan 
to Lake Maniema, a much larger water than Tan- 
ganyika. A caravan from Ckonogo (probably in the 
lianyema country) brought the news that he was 
dead. 
At Kazeh Sir. Stanley learned that Dr. Livingstone 
•was oa the road to Ujiji from Lake Slacieaia. which 
lies fifteen camps (100 to ISO miles) south-southwest 
from the western shore of Tanganyika. The Lake 
aaanietna, west of Ugubba (Cguhhaof Burton) with 
this location, falls Into the position assigned bj Liv- 
ingstone's letters of 1S68 to Late Clenge, "a lake 
-with many islands.*'and thus it is probable that 
these are one and the same lake. 
From the above it seems clear that Dr. Living- 
stone crossed the Lake Tanganyika, and proceeded 
to Manyema in the beginning of 1670, probably in 
3£ay, when the dry season begins; remained in the 
neignborhood of Manyema in an apparently desti- 
tute condition onai before July. isn. when Mr. 
Stanley, the commander of the HESAIJ? expedition, 
•heard at Kasen liat he was on tss way back to

The contest was for the Two Thousand Guineas 
Stakes, a subscription of lOOsovs. each, half forfeit, 
for three-year-old colts, carrying 122 los., and BUies 
117 Ibs., the owner of the second horse to receive 
200 sov8. out of the stakes, ana the third to save 
his stake. There were eighty-one subscribers and 
fourteen starters. The race was won by the favor- 
ite, Mr. Joseph Dawson's chestnut colt Prince 
Charlie, by Blair Athol, aam Eastern Princess. Mr. 
Savile's bay colt Cremorne, by Parmesan, dam 
Eigolboche wo? second, and Lord Falmouth's bay 
colt Queen's Messenger, byjrnmpeter, dam Queen 
Bertha, tturd. The betting, wlucli ten days ago v, as 4 
to lagainst Creraorne and 6 to 1 each against Prince 
Charlie (who was said to have been injured in the 
knee) and Queen's Messenger, had changed during 
the interval, until just before the race it stood 3 to 
1 against the winner, 7 to 2 against Cremorne, and 
100 to 7 against Queen's Messenger. The well-known 
jockey Osborne rode Prince Charlie. The result of 
the race places Prince Charlie at the top of the bet- 
ting upon the Derby, with Cremorne a close second.

The Withdrawal of the Claims Hot Contem- 


plated by the United -States.

The United States Government'* Position 


on the Consequential Damage Ques- 
tion. 
As misapprehension exists in relation to the case 


of the United States before the Tribunal at Geneva, 
and as the community nas been excited on. both 
sides of the Atlantic with sensational reports that 
the government of the United States has acceded 
to the demand of Great Britain tor the withdrawal 
of the claim for indirect damages, pains have been 
tafeen to mate inquiry on the subject in well 
informed circles. 


It may be asserted with confidence that nothing 


could be farther from the fact than the stories 
which have excited the public. The presentation 
of the national, or so-called indirect damages, has 
been made by the United States at every proper 
stage of the proceedings. They stand in the formal 
case presented at Geneva in December. They have 
not been withdrawn and will not be withdrawn. 
They were first presented to the notice of Great 
Britain by Mr. Adams nailer directions from Mr. 
Sewaru. During the excitement and the irritation 
caused by the conduct of Great Britain pending the 
rebellion they were the frequent subject of com- 
plaint on the part of the government of the United 
States. When the Johnson-Clarendon Treaty failed 
they were found to be a prominent topic of the 
leading speech against the ratification of the treaty, 
and at once furnished to the public press on both 
sides of the ocean almost the sole consideration in 
connection with the difference between the two 
governments. When the Joint High Commission 
met they were formally presented by the American 
Commissioners to their British associates as part 
of the American complaint, and there is authority 
for the assertion that from the moment of their 
presentation to the signing of the treaty they were 
never challenged or excepted to by the British 
Commissioners, but were set forth in the protocol 
signed within four days of the date of the treaty, as 
if they had been presented as part of the complaint 
of the American government. 


If any one is at fault for their remaining in the 


case it is the British Commissioners, who sat for 
two months in the Joint High Commission with the 
written presentation of these claims before them 
and never raised a word against their adnussibility, 
or the British Ministers, to whom the lall proceed- 
ings of the Joint Hign Commission were daily tele- 
graphed, but who remained silent. These claims 
are presented, in the case laid before the Geneva 
TribnuaLin December lastj>n the part of the United 
States, in the same way as they were pre-. 
sented before the Joint High Commission— 
;,not, as were the 
cUums for property de- 


stroyed, accompanied with a demand for payment, 
but as part of the case which the United States haa 
the nght to lay before the -tribunal for its equitable 
consideration. The government of the United 
States is of opinion that they are properly within 
the competency of the tribunal and within the sub- 
mission intended by the treaty. Whether they be 
of the class of claims for which one nation is liable 
to mate pecuniary compensation to another is a 
question which has lately elicited the opinion of 
some of the ablest writers on international law in 
Europe as well as in this country. The fact above 
alluded to, that in the American "case1" they are not 
accompanied with a demand for payment, is evi- 
dence that the American government has always 
held them to be of a different nature, and perhaps 
of more questionable legal admissibttity than those 
which are called "direct" claims, while their historic 
association with the Alabama controversy and the 
prominence they had acquired imposed the neces- 
sity of their presentation to the Geneva Tribunal, 
in order to prevent their being brought up here- 
after to disturb the harmony of the two nations. 


It is in the interest of both governments thijt 


these "claims," which the British Commissioners 
neglected to eliminate from the protocol, or to ex- 
clude from the treaty, should be disposed of in" some 
way. This is what the government of the United 
States has been endeavoring to accomplish. 


The recent discussion of these claims by the pub- 


lic press of this country, and intelligent public sen- 
timent as ascertained through other channels of 
information, have exhibited an almost if not en- 
tirely unanimous expression of opinion that the 
people of this country attach no importance what- 
ever to any possible pecuniary award on: account of 
this class of claims. Nearly every leading journal 
of the country has disclaimed the expectation or 
desire of any moneyed compensation for the indirect 
losses, and yet it is the apprehension of some 
enormous, mulcting

this branch of the American "case." The opinion 
of the most eminent continental publicists and 
jurists has be^n expressed, with a large preponder- 
ance in favor or the competency of the Tribunal of 
Arbitration to pass upon the questions whica-the 
United States have proposed to submit. It is due 
to candor to state that these eminent writers do 
not thereby express themselves in favor of the lia- 
bility of a nation for indirect <i»Tniig»a 


The claims having been tbus presented, the Brit- 


ish government; as expressed in the Queen's 
speech, declares itself of opinion that these claim.-! 
are not within the province of the tribunal- The 
united States has already manifested its opinion 
that they are within tae province .of the tribunal 
by presenting them,-as above stated, in its case. 
Great Britain intimates that she may not proceed 
with the arbitration unless they are withdrawn. 
Some Americans can upon their government to 
withdraw, thin&ng it to be magnanimous, others 
tainting it to be wise. To an snch, Mr. Disraeli, 
in ais speech at Manchester. withajn5t appreciation 
of the case, has given this answer:—-Hi is impossible 
for toe United States to withdraw their ciaim.13 If 
the British government maintains its attitude, the 
two nations are at a dead loci. Is the treaty, then, 
with its hopeful promises and its settlement of 
various questions of difference, to be abandoned; 
The President tiints not, as least, not without ex- 
hausting every effort consistent with the honor 
and dignity of tlie government.

.The apprehension of Great Britain or an award 
in moneyed damages on account of these claims 
would then .be relieved, and the United states 
would disclaim asking for any moneyed award, 
which they have net asked from the tribunah ani 
which their people do not expect or desire. Ifbr 
such agreement the two nations could be brought 
into accord on the subject of the submission tha 
arbitration could proceed. 


It is not known whether such agreement will be 


or can be reached. The United States have made no 
proposals in the premises, but it is believed that 
an. arrangement of the nature indicated, if pro- 
posed by Great Britain, might be accepted bytn» 
United States, and that it would be honorable t» 
both nations. 


This, beyond doubt, is the extent of what tha

sible or have had in contemplation. 
The Liberation of HT. Htm»rtl Demanded 


of Spain—Diplomatic Relations To Be 
Suspended if Hot Complied With. 
The adoption, by the House of Representatives oa 


Friday last, of the resolution that the President 
should promptly demand the unconditional release 
of Dr. John BmiUo Houard and the restoration or 
his property, which has been confiscated to the usa 
of the Spanish government, is construed as re- 
quiring the President to exercise nis authority in. 
presenting the demand without delay. Minister 
Sickles isj therefore, instructed, on his arrival at 
Madrid, to demand his passports, ana to notify th» 
Spanish government that until it is prepared to 
strictly fulfil aE obligations, friendly relations be- 
tween the United States and Spain must cease. 
This action springs from the fact that the State De- 
partment Is now convince_d that Dr. Houard is an, 
American citizen, and the determination of th» 
President that Spain shall not longer disregard the- 
rights o* Americans in Cnba. By this action it is aos 
intended entirely to sever aE our relations with. 
Spain, bnt practically it amounts to the same thing. 
The Secretary of Legation will be left at Madrid in 
charge of the office; but his position can be best 
understood from the fact that he will not be a- 
Charge d'Affaires, but «nly a secretary acting tem- 
porarily in charge of the affairs of the mission, with- 
out designated authority. 


He will not have charge of affairs, but only of the 


property of the Legation, though he may be made s 
medium of communication between the two govern- 
ments. The withdrawal of the Spanish Minister at 
Washington follows as a matter of course.

Mr. W. W. McCall was then invited to address the 


Convention, having suggested that ae wanted to 
SpeaH when Ms credentials were read. He re- 
viewed at great length the condition of affairs in 
the South under carpet-bag rule, declaring that the 
reign of bribery, corruption and burdensome taxa- 
tion had well nigh prostrated tuat section of tae 
country. T.'Hat was needed to restore pros- 
perity was complete'amnesty and political equality 
whereby the people of the Soattt would be enabled 
to condnct their own affairs, and, bv encouraging 
-Northern capital and enterprise to come to the 
South, put the people upon their feet once more. 
Their hopes of tnis were based npon the success of 
the liberal movement. 


A motion was adopted that renresentattves from 


the various States hand to the Secretary tiie names 
J'gentlemen authorized to act for the delegates on 
tlie.Committee on Permanent Organization. 


Calls were made for a Mr. Reed, of Tennessee, 


who, it was stated, had been a private soldier in the 
Confederate army. Mr. Keeil expressed great inter- 
est iu the success of this -movement not that it was 
to defeat Grant, but because he recognized that 
movement as the only thing which could restore 
fraternal feeling and loyalty to the South, without 
which its people could never know real material 
prosperity and success. He nad been heart and 
eoul in the movement, believing it to be tae only 
thing which conifl save his people. 


A delegate moved that this Convention declare 
that it has a decided choice for a candidate for the 
Presidency. The mover Oid not name a candidate, 
out said he was not prepared to endorse the nomi- 
nee of the other. Convention, whoever he mi-rat be. 


Another delegate said the proposition was ab- 
surd, and at the proper time the choice of this Con- 
vention would be made known. 


The Convention then adjourned until ten o'clock 
A. M. on Thursday.

CINCINNATI, May 1, 1872. 


This morning all the politicians, press men and 


Sympathizers were early astir. Such hotels as the 
Bt. James, Bnrnet and Gibson presented a "Weary 
and monotonous assemblage of boot legs thrust 
forward as bedless lodgers dozed and groaned. 
The parlors, where headquarters of candidates 
liad 
been established, showed, after 
eight 


o'clock, sleeepy-syed and worn men, yonng and old, 
fighting np under exhaustion. The newspaper men 
•were generally worn out and had lost all their in- 
qnisitiveness, and nobody canvassed the claims of 
the candidates. 


SIGNS .OF THE FUTURE. 


There were seen scattered over the floors cards 


and handbills with snch head lines as "The Ticket 
That Will, Win. For Presidents-Charles Francis 
Adams. For Vice President— Lyman Trnmbnll." 
The newspapers 
came out with large ex-

Convention, and, by the way, editorial leaders had 
teen-telegraphed from all parts of the country to 
influence the nomination of this man or prejudice 
that one.

power over it, 


EABL.Y MORN. 


It rained all night in floods, and this morning the 


drizzle continued and the air "was sticky; and very 
soon the city was filled with strains of music, and 
the line of beards and carpet bags took the direc- 
tion of Mozart and Exposition Halls. At Mozart 
Hall a good-hnmored, orderly and .well attired con- 
vention of Germans and Americans assembled, and 
after a short session adjourned in deference to 
the other convention. 


"WHEKE ABE OCR TICKETS ?" 


Tie room of the Committee of Reception, in the 


same hall, was -besieged with people soliciting 
tickets, and the delegations of distant and thinly 
represented States were rewarded with a large 
excess of pasteboards. The names in the Delaware 
call, for example, were those of George Alfred 
Townsend and John M. Williamson, and inquiry 
failed to discover any other persons. Mr. Town- 
send is a native of the State and has never voted. 
elsewhere. 


THE POLICE OJJ THE OP-OtrSB. 


The police force at Exposition Hall was not large, 


but respectful and sufficient, and a number of ushers 
were placed in the aisles, lobbies and in the rear of 
the stage to direct people to seats. 


THJ3 JICSIC OF THE UNION. 


A band of mnsicwas placed upon a balcony ia 


front of the hall, which began to play various airs 
after eleven, o-cioct, when the doors and galleries 
were thrown open, and speedily the whole body of 
that portion of space reserved for delegates at the 
base of the platform was filled. 


The galleries and audience part fined np slowly, 


and very few ladies, comparatively, entered the 
rear galleries, owing to rumors of the leakiness of 
the roof "and the general inclemency of the day. 
At a quarter to twelve a hand of music also en- 
tered and occupied a cell or recess in the extreme 
rear of the stage, where the musicians were hidden 
by flags and evergreens. By this time the appear- 
ance -of the place was very animated. 
The dele- 


gates were almost all well dressed, cleanly shaved, 
orderly men, with a large sprinkling of youthful 
»nd even boyish collegiate faces. 


TEUTON DELEGATES. 


•Tb - German element was verylarge> anditponred 
into .he audience portion of the hall as well as 
among the delegates, and remained earnest, bnt 
stolid, gazing on and waiting for the decisive mo- 
vent of organization, 


AFPEAP.ASCE OF THE HAUL. 


A line of flags overhung the galleries on both 


Bides of the hall. Beneath these a continuous line of 
looped evergreens fell from every white column, so 
as to expose above the row of painted shields of the 
States, each shield bearing the name of the State in 
black letters on.awhiie bar dexter. The pillars sup- 
porting the galleries were also wrapped with ever- 
greens as far np as the gallery, and a circle was left 
In a large mass of evergreens for a smalt shield. 
The stage .was very beautifully treated with 
long skeins of evergreens, covering nearly over the 
speakers head, and at the point of convergence a 
great bulbous mass of ivy creeper and laurel, fresh. 
and sparkling, dropped down and swung in the 
dear upper fight. Over this a huge wreath of ever- 
green was suspended from the gas fixtures, The 
gas standards on each side of the President's stand 
•were wrapped with silk nags, wound round "Kith 
evergreens. The Speaker's chair was a substantial 
aud well preserved, though venerable, object of 
brown velvet, "sriSii gilt legs, snft is said to nave 
keen nsedbj Joan Adams on some patriotic occa- 
sion. The rear of the stage was covered bv a 
screen of silken flags, 
"sriih a sheaf 
of 


standards and eagles, sonoouatetJ first with Cie 
effigy of a large spread eagle, and above with sie 
coat or anas of GncJnnasJ beautlftilly draped.

secretaries were named, and, to the disappoint- 
ment of many, Colonel Crosvonor moved that .in 
adjournment be effected In order to perfect the 
State delegations.

Schurz appeared. . 


KCJttIJtZ OVATIONl/.EU. - 


Instantly the whole house was in uproar from 


every side. The name of the eloquent German was 
shouted, and he came forward In a ucatly lilting 
roun spring overcoat, with hat, cunc and eye- 
glasses, and was received with cheers, Jim Scovillc, 
of New Jieiscy, rushing to tiic front and waving his 
hat. Schur-i spoke but a few sentences, and these 
in a very distinct and moderate-pitched voice, with 
one or two hits. He refused to go on when re- 
anested, and the great mass of men broke up at one 
o'clock preciseiy. 


The marked feature of the morning was the ap- 


parent deadness of the Davis movement. Yester- 
day and last night a large crowd of Illinois sup- 
porters of the Judge, numbering probably eight 
hundred or a thousand, reached the city with a 
band of mnsic, and great hopes were entertained 
of the effect their presence wonld have upon the 
Convention, but early this morning they applied for 
tickets to the body of the hall and werb refused, 
the regular list of delegates having been already 
handed in and the tickets for their admission 
issued and distributed. 


MENACES OF COMING TROUBLE. 


There was of course considerable feeling mani- 


fested, aud threats were made in the rooms of tlie 
Executive Committee that Illinois would have her 
rights any way, and would, if necessa-ry, force a 
way into the halt. In consequence of these threats 
a scene similar to that which occurred at the con- 
vention in this city that nominated Buchanan, 
when the Benton Missouri democrats, headed by 
Gratz Brown, fought their way into the hall with 
-revolvers drawn after knocking down the door- 
keeper, was anticipated. On the assembling of the 
delegates at Exhibition Hall a strong police force 
was in consequence detailed to guard the entrance. 
As the hall is surrounded by aniron railing and 
gates, the prospect of a successful attack by the 
Davis supporters is not very promisisg. 


NEW YORK rN COUNCIL. 


The New York committee ol eight appointed to 


arrange the list of delegates to the nominating con- 
vention met at the Burnet House, with closed 
doors, to complete their work, delegates and 
claimants being admitted to q^ad their cases, when 
the delegates at large were announced, 


TILTON MAD WITH INDIGNATION. 


The flery Tilton, who lias been eagerly looking for 


the position, and has been exhibiting himself and 
his flowing locks to the delegates for that pur- 
pose, took immediate exception to the name of 
Archie Bliss, of Bangs. "Why, sir, it will kill the 
movement," said the excited Theodore. "We can 
never carry the Brooklyn water works." T- T- evi- 
dently believes that the great liberal republican 
movement depends upon the repudiation of the 
Brooklyn waterworks job and the selection of 
Theodore Tilton as delegate at large; bnt the rest of 
the delegates fail to appreciate the importance of 
either.' 


INTRIGUING FOB PHILADELPHIA. ' 


It came out to-day that Oliver P. Morton had 


really formed a conspiracy to beat Grant at Phila- 
delphia. Senator Tipton introduced to me one of 
his constituents this morning, who informed me 
that the brothers-in-iaw of the great war Governor' 
and General Bourn, namely, John Bnrbank, Gov- 
ernor of Dakota, and Bfl Burbank, paymaster in tee 
United States Army, were flooding Nebraska with 
documents urging that in view of the alarming dis- 
integration of the republican party and the neces- 
sity of carrying the election In Indiana this fan>the 
retirement of General Grant is desirable, and the 
nomination of Senator Morton at Philadelphia. 
There is no doubt that Morton has had this object 
in mind for the whola of the past three years, 3£r." 
31aine, in a mode equally astute, but not so auda- 
cious, wants to he recognized at Philadelphia. 


HEN-TON'S LITTLE- GAME. 


Tlie Teuton intrigue— it is called by some the 


•Fenton treason — excites much indignation among 
the New York representatives. The Senator, while 
here, devoted but little of his time to his own State, 
but left the Burnet House and put himself in 
communication with other parties. His first object 
was the Davis movement, to which, it is said, he 
was committed at Washington, together with 
Senator Tiptoa. Fenton's shrewdness soon taught 
him two facts. First, that he could not hope to 
exercise a certain control over Davis to the. event 
of the nomination and election of the fat Judge. 
The strong democratic - atmosphere surrounding 
Davis, and the character of the men who were 
Ms prominent supporters, forbade such a .hope. 
Secondly, Fenton soon discovered that Davis had 
but a poor chance inside the Convection, notwith- 
standing the loud noise made for him outside. 


ABANDONING DAVIS. 


Fenton immediately threw the Judge overboard 


and set to work on his own account to find a candi- 
date whom he could claim would owe his nomina- 
tion to the Xew York Warwick. Tipton, his JlHus 
Achates, and Waldo Hutchius, his fugleman, sug- 
gested 


A BRILLIANT IDEA. 


The candidates already named would destroy each 
other. After being cast backward and forward 
like shuttlecocks by the political -battledores they 
wonld fall to the ground and become nothing but 
cork and feathers. Tipton " and Hntchins would 
then spring Fenton:s own. name on the Convention, 
and it would be accepted with acclamation. Fen- 
ton, who is more cunning than either, nad some 
misgivings as to his own strength and popularity, 
and, while he would have been only too willing, he 
•would not risk his future chance of the Cabinet for 
such a desperate venture. 


OVKBTCIvES TO COX. 


So he set to work to make overtures to General 


Cox's friends, and agreed to take Sew Tork over 
for Cox on certain considerations and in certain con- 
tingencies.

would not lie becoming In mo now, nor prudent to 
iiBsiunc at tlie outset the rfite of the prophet, for I 
utu neither a prophet nor tlie sou of u prophet, and 
no man yet can tjll what may be the Issues ol your 
deliberations or the result to which yonf conclu- 
sions will tend-; and yot, without reference to any 
certain rCHUlls within the acope of the present pre- 
diction, there are some tilings which I know can 
he wifely affirmed with respect to this Convention. 
One thing which J prize mostin myself a« a treasure 
to he guarded and defended and to witness the 
spectacle of It in tlie iiearts of other men, is 
this, that the lime has come when an 
ex- 
ceedingly large and influential portion of the 
American people are determined that, they 
will no longer be dogs to wear the collar of a 
party. 
(Applauuc.) We have assembled ourselves 
together, gentlemen, under a call limiting our 
character as republicans, as those who have here- 
tofore in the divisions of party politics been 
designated as members of the republican party. I 
ani not ashamed, gentlemen, to have borne that 
name, with thousands of others, whose previous 
party affiliations might have led them otherwise— 
united almost unconsciously and involuntarily by 
the overpowering force of the public circumstances 
and history of the country with the others who 
constituted that party rallying at the call of the 
country when the integrity of the Union was as- 
bailed by tiie spirit and arms of secession, for the' 
purpose of maintaining the integrity of the nation. 
That was successfully accomplished, and of thu rest 
we are at least secure. The great achievement of 
the struggle has been embedded not only^n the 
hearts and habits and convictions of the whole peo- 
ple, but have now become perpetually a part of our 
fundamental law, establishing, forever the unas- 
Baiiibility of the union and integrity of the nation, 
and with the principle of political equality of all 
citizens before the law.

It is not baeause the repub- 
lican party has done good things that it dessrves to 
live, but only as it shows a present ability to con- 
tinue tiie work of refoim by the application of the 
same principles with which it achieved its past 
success. (Applause.) It is because those who have 
succeeded in obtaining control of its organizations 
and machinery, are engaged in diverting it from its 
legitimate objects and purposes, that we are here 
to-day to can back those who have wandered, and 
to recall those who are willing to work with us, to 
restore those principles to their proper primacy.

He raised a storm of dissent by claiming that they 
liad abandoned the regular republican organiza- 
tion, because *he majority in it had overruled the 
minority. He renewed the proposition in ptlll 
stronger terms, saying, '•nils is a rebellion, in- 
stituted because those who control the regular 
reou'ollcan organization have "used its machinery 
to force upon us their policy regardless of the views 
of the minority." 
(Cries of "Xo; never!" and 
hisses.) Mr. Lloyd continued reading from the 
Missouri call, and charging that, in forcing the 
Pending resolution, the meeting was doing just what 
that platform denounced in the old organization as 
its demand "for the surrender of political freedom, 
in order that the pleasure, practice and creed of 
some shall be made that of alL" (Applause from one 
side of the room.) He had been urged by one whose 
fame was Continental to resist this as he wonld any 
other form of tyranny, and stated that in~the Ohio 
delegation the single vote found there for Mr. Gree- 
ley was to be respected, and the Chairman would 
cast it as long as the delegate desired.
